1995,  and  have  issued  our  report  thereon 
dated  May  13,  1996. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards.  Those 
standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether 
the  general  purpose  financial  statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement. 

In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the

In  fulfilling  this  responsibility,  estimates  and  judgments 
by  management  are  required  to  assess  the  expected  benefits  and  related  costs  of  internal  control 
structure  policies  and  procedures.  Tn&  objectives  of  an  internal  control  strucrure  are  to  provide 
management  with  reasonable,  but  not  absolute,  assurance  that  assets  are  safegijarded  against  loss 
from  unauthorized  use  or  disposition,  and  that  transactions  are  executed  in  accordance  with 
management's  authorization  and  recorded  properly  to  permit  the  preparation  of  nnancial  statements 
in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.

For  all  of  the  internal  control  structure  categories  listed  above,  we  obtained  an  understanding 
of  the  design  ot"  relevant  policies  and  procedures  and  whether  they  have  been  placed  in  operation, 
and  we  assessed  control  risk. 

We  noted  certain  matters  involving  the  internal  control  structure  and  its  operation  that  we 
consider  to  be  reportable  conditions  under  standards  established  by  the  American  Institute  of 
Certified  Public  Accountants.  Reportable  conditions  involve  matters  coming  to  our  attention  relatin<^ 
to  significant  deficiencies  in  the  design  or  operation  of  the  internal  control  structure  that,  in  our 
judgment,  could  adversely  affect  the  entity's  ability  to  record,  process,  summarize,  and  report 
financial  data  consistent  with  the  assertions  of  management  in  the  general  purpose  financial 
statements. 

A  material  weakness  is  a  reportable  condition  in  which  the  design  or  operation  of  one  or 
more  of  the  internal  control  structure  elements  does  not  reduce  to  a  relatively  low  level  the  risk  that 
errors  or  irregijlarities  in  amounts  that  would  be  material  in  relation  to  the  general  purpose  financial 
statements  being  audited  may  occur  and  not  be  detected  within  a  timely  period  by  emoloyees  in  the 
normal  course  of  performing  their  assigned  functions. 

Our  consideration  of  the  internal  control  structure  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  matters 
in  the  internal  control  structure  that  might  be  reportable  conditions  and,  accordineiy,  would  not 
necessarily  disclose  all  reportable  conditions  that  are  also  considered  to  be  m.ateria!  weaknesses  as 
defined  above.  However,  we  noted  the  following  reportable  conditions  that  we  believe  to  be 
material  weaknesses. 

W.ATER  AND  SEWER  REVENUE  A>T)  RECEIVABLES 

Observation 

Water  and  sewer  activir/  is  not  summarized  on  a  periodic  basis.  There  is  no  reconciliation 
procedure  established  for  the  water  and  sewer  funds.  Each  quarterly  billing  is  maintained  in  a 
computer  spreadsheet.  We  were  unable  to  reconcile  the  quarterly  spreadsheets.  Quarterly  water  and 
sew-er  warrants  signed  by  the  Selectmen  do  not  agree  to  amounts  entered  in  the  spreadsheet.  Cash 
receipts  are  posted  to  the  quarterly  spreadsheet,  but  were  not  reconciled  to  the  Treasurer. 
Abatements  as  approved  by  the  Selectmen  did  not  consistently  agree  to  those  posted  in  the 
spreadsheets.  No  records  were  presented  fof  water  and  sewer  receivables  prior  to  1994  and 
outstanding  at  December  31,  1994. 
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Implicatwri 

Internal  controls  over  revenuij  and  receivables  are  non-existent  as  there  is  no  system  of 
reconciliation  in  place.  Failure  to  reconcile  activity  throughout  the  year  increases  the  risk  that  errors 
may  occur  and  remain  undetected. 

Recommendation 

We  strongly  urge  that  Town  oftlcials  develop  and  implement  systematic  accounting  for  water 
and  sewer  revenue  and  receivables  utilizing  one  of  the  options  set  forth  in  State  law  (RSA  38:22  and 
RSA  1491:11) 


We  also  noted  other  matters  involving  the  internal  control  structure  and  its  operation  that 
we  have  reported  to  the  management  of  the  Town  of  Canaan.  New  Hampshire  in  a  separate  letter 
dated  May  13,  1996. 

This  report  is  intended  for  the  information  of  management  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
However,  this  report  is  a  matter  of  public  record  and  its  distribution  is  not  limited.

For  the  Canaan  Planning  Board,  1996  was  a  year  that  involved 
the  review  of  several  small  subdivisions,  dealing  with  state 
mandated  review  processes  that  are  now  under  the  purview  of 
Planning  Boards  across  the  state;  and  towards  the  end  of  the 
year,  working  on  an  update  of  our  Master  Plan  and  the  inception 
of  a  Capital  Improvement  Plan. 

The  subdivision  process  has  been  employed  on  land  in  town  in  a 
low-key  manner  during  the  past  year.  About  a  dozen  Minor 
subdivisions  were  in  the  agenda,  and  many  more  boundary  line 
adjustments,  annexations,  and  placements  of  additional  dwelling 
units  on  lots  comprised  the  bulk  of  our  processing. 

The  Canaan  Master  Plan,  which  was  last  updated  in  1987,  has 
been  the  focus  of  review  by  the  Planning  Board.  This  document, 
while  non-binding  in  nature,  is  the  cornerstone  plan  or  reference 
document  employed  when  considering  current  and  future 
development  within  the  municipality. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Master  Plan,  a  Capital  Improvement  Plan 
attempts  to  describe  a  schedule  for  improvements  to  the  Town's 
infrastructure,  and  thus  helps  guide  the  Planning  Board  when 
dealing  with  applications  for  development  or  subdivision  of  land. 
The  Capital  Improvements  Plan  also  provides  a  working  schedule 
for  capital  improvements  to  all  municipal  property  and  services, 
extremely  useful  to  all  Boards,  Committees,  and  Departments; 
the  Capital  Improvement  Plan  can  also  be  a  useful  tool  for 
stabilizing  our  tax  rate  and  providing  for  a  more  efficient  use  of  all 
Town  resources. 

As  the  Canaan  Planning  Board  becomes  more  involved  with  the 
Master  Plan  and  Capital  Improvement  Plan,  it  is  more  important 
and  extremely  helpful  to  have  the  input  and  involvement  of  the 
citizens  of  the  town. 

The  Canaan  Planning  Board  usually  meets  on  the  second  and 
fourth  Thursday  of  each  month  at  7:30  p.m.  in  the  Senior  Center 
and  the  public  is  always  welcome  and  urged  to  attend.

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Cemetery  Trustees  Report 


The  Town  of  Canaan  has  ten  cemeteries  which  are  under  our 
responsibility.  To  assist  us  in  carrying  out  these  responsibilities,  we  are 
fortunate  to  have  hired  David  Heath.  David  has  worked  for  the  Town  for 
several  years  and  we  have  developed  an  ongoing  maintenance  and 
improvement  program  for  the  cemeteries. 

Several  years  ago,  the  Trustees  were  successful  in  obtaining  a  cy  pre 
order  which  allowed  us  to  use  unexpended  earnings  from  the  Wells  and 
Canaan  Street  perpetual  care  accounts  for  improvement  projects.  In 
1996,  a  replacement  maintenance  building  was  constructed  in  Wells 
Cemetery.  This  was  paid  for  with  funds  from  the  cy  pre  order,  not 
taxpayers  dollars. 

When  you  go  past  the  Canaan  Street  Cemetery,  and  start  down  the  hill, 
you  may  have  noticed  a  new  granite  post  and  chain  fence  across  the 
field.  This  is  the  boundary  of  the  cemetery  expansion  project  we  have 
been  working  on  for  several  years.  Again,  this  project  is  being  funded 
with  money  from  the  cy  pre  order,  not  taxpayer  dollars.  This  new  site 
gives  the  Town  capacity  for  over  900  graves,  and  as  soon  as  deed 
details  are  worked  out  with  the  Selectmen,  the  lots  will  be  ready  for  sale. 

While  it  is  nice  to  do  these  projects  at  no  cost  to  the  taxpayers,  there  are 
other  responsibilities  which  the  Town  has.  One  is  maintaining  cemetery 
fences,  and  in  this  year's  budget  is  funding  to  replace  the  fence  around 
Saint  Mary's  Cemetery.  The  ohginal  fence  is  wire,  and  breaks  when 
attempts  are  made  to  straighten  it.  The  intent  is  to  replace  it  with  a 
white  vinyl  diamond  rail  fence.  We  believe  this  will  provide  a  nice 
appearance  and  be  maintenance  free. 

We  believe  Canaan  has  cemeteries  the  residents  can  be  proud  of,  and 
appreciate  the  support  given  by  all  town  departments  and  committees  to 
maintain  them.  We  welcome  your  comments  at  any  time.

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REPORT  FROM  THE  BUILDING  INSPECTOR 


Fiscal  year  96  was  a  busy  year  for  building  permits.  A  total 
of  56  permits  were  issued:  36  renovation  additions,  9 
mobile  homes,  5  new  homes,  and  6  renewals. 

Beginning  in  January  1997,  every  approved  building  permit 
will  be  issued  a  certificate  which  must  be  posted  in  a 
conspicuous  location.  This  will  help  to  keep  the  community 
informed  on  the  construction  and  renovations  taking  place. 

Generally  speaking,  a  permit  is  not  needed  for  normal 
maintenance  such  as  painting,  roofing  etc.  However,  you 
must  obtain  a  permit  if  the  final  valuation  of  the  project 
increases  the  value  of  the  property  by  more  than  $500.00, 
i.e.,  decks,  sheds,  additions. 

Applications  for  building  permits  may  be  obtained  through 
the  Town  office  during  regular  business  hours.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMiSSION 

The  Conservation  Commission  spent  a  considerable  amount  of  time  this 
year  dealing  with  wetland  and  land  use  issues.  Reorganization  of  the 
New  Hampshire  Department  of  Environmental  Services  resulted  in  the 
establishment  of  a  wetlands  "bureau",  replacing  the  former  wetlands 
"board".  The  goal  was  to  increase  efficiency;  in  the  long  run,  it  probably 
will.   Locally,  the  procedure  for  filing  a  Dredge  and  Fill  permit  application 
remains  the  same.  As  required  by  NH  RSA  483-A,  any  citizen  proposing 
to  undertake  construction  in  or  adjacent  to  a  wetland  or  shoreline  must 
first  obtain  a  permit  application  from  the  wetlands  bureau.  (The  State 
may  impose  significant  fines  imposed  for  non-compliance  with  this  rule.) 
Forms  are  available  at  the  Town  Offices.    The  new  expedited  form  for 
minimum  impact  projects  seems  to  be  working  well,  allowing 
applications  to  be  processed  relatively  quickly. 

Canaan  is  fortunate  in  having  several  pieces  of  land  already  protected 
by  conservation  easements.  However,  as  the  town  continues  to  grow  we 
are  increasingly  aware  of  the  need  for  a  Natural  Resources  Inventory, 
which  would  provide  an  overview  of  the  whole  Town's  resources.  This 
would  be  very  useful  in  identifying  other  areas  of  significant 
conservation  value.  The  commission  is  currently  exploring  ways  to 
undertake  such  a  project.  We've  reviewed  similar  work  done  by  other 
towns  and  have  begun  to  identify  sources  of  base  material  and  technical 
assistance.  The  inventory  will  be  a  major  focus  for  the  coming  years. 

The  Commission  was  represented  at  two  regional  meetings  in  1996.  In 
February,  the  Upper  Valley  Land  Trust  sponsored  its  sixth  annual 
meeting  of  Upper  Valley  Conservation  Commissions.  This  provided  an 
excellent  forum  for  sharing  information  and  ideas  with  other 
communities  and  with  state  and  county  officials.  In  May,  we  participated 
in  a  workshop  sponsored  by  the  Forest  Society  to  gather  information  for 
their  study  of  natural,  cultural  and  historic  resources  deemed  valuable  by 
communities  in  the  Connecticut  Valley. 

As  always,  the  Conservation  Commission  is  happy  to  help  with  questions 
about  wetlands  permits  or  other  conservation  issues.  We  welcome  input 
from  anyone  interested  in  natural  resource  management.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  STATE 

FOREST  RANGER 


To  aid  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and  State 
Forest  Ranger,  contact  your  local  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  find  out 
if  a  permit  is  required  before  doing  any  open  burning.  Violations  of  RSA 
227-L:17,  the  fire  permit  law  and  the  other  burnrng  laws  of  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $2,000 
and/or  a  year  in  jail.  Violators  are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression 
costs. 

There  are  ten  Forest  Rangers  who  work  for  the  N.H.  Division  of 
Forests  and  Lands,  Forest  Protection  Bureau.  State  Forest  Rangers  are 
available  to  assist  communities  with  forest  fire  suppression,  prevention 
and  training  programs  as  well  as  the  enforcement  of  forest  and  timber 
harvest  laws.  If  you  have  any  questions  regarding  forest  fire  or  timber 
harvest  laws,  please  call  our  office  at  271-2217. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  operates  15  fire  towers,  2  mobile 
patrols  and  3  contract  aircraft  patrols.  This  early  detection  and  reports 
from  citizens  aid  in  the  quick  response  from  local  fire  department.

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Canaan  Fire  Department  Annual  Report 


The  1996  operational  year  for  the  Canaan  Fire  Dept.  has  again  been  a 
busy  year.  We  have  had  a  large  number  of  chimney  fires,  alarm 
activations,  motor  vehicle  accidents,  structure  fires  and  weather  related 
incidents  to  make  for  a  very  active  department.  We  have  also 
maintained  a  strong  training  program  in  order  to  stay  at  a  high  level  of 
preparedness  for  the  different  types  of  incidents  we  encounter.  Among 
the  training  programs  we  held  were:  ropes  rescue,  portable 
extinguishers,  sprinklers  and  alarm  systems,  driver  and  pump  training, 
water  rescue,  generators  and  lights,  an  arson  awareness  course,  Haz- 
Mat  Refresher  course,  and  forestry  training. 

The  Canaan  Firefighter's  Association  also  made  a  large  donation  to  the 
Canaan  Fire  Department  in  the  form  of  a  chain  saw,  a  1500  watt 
generator,  2-500  watt  lights,  and  a  positive  pressure  fan  to  be  used  in 
ventilation  procedures  at  structure  fires.  This  will  become  a  very  useful 
tool  to  the  department  as  we  incorporate  this  technique  in  our 
operations. 

The  CFD  had  7  firefighters  participate  in  national  fire  suppression  efforts 
in  the  Western  United  States  as  part  of  the  5  crew  sent  by  the  state  of 
New  Hampshire. 

The  Canaan  Fire  Department  has  also  been  very  busy  in  searching  for 
the  best  possible  model  for  a  new  pumper  to  replace  one  of  our  older 
pumpers  in  our  present  fleet.  A  truck  committee  has  been  very  busy 
whting  specifications  for  a  pumper  that  will  do  the  best  possible  job  for 
our  department  within  our  budget  guidelines.  This  committee  has  spent 
long  hours  reviewing  proposals  from  various  truck  companies,  and 
meeting  with  truck  company  representatives  in  an  effort  to  get  the  best 
deal.  The  committee  did  receive  a  very  good  proposal  that  we  will  bring 
to  the  Selectmen,  Budget  Committee  and  the  citizens  of  Canaan. 

An  overview  of  the  total  runs  for  this  year  indicates  the  types  of  incidents 
to  which  we  responded.  A  large  number  of  chimney  and  structure  fires 
means  that  we  need  to  be  remindful  of  the  need  for  proper  maintenance 
of  wood  stoves,  furnaces,  electrical  appliances,  and  items  such  as  heat 
tapes  in  our  daily  household  operations.  A  large  number  of  calls  to 
service  for  power  lines  downed,  flooded  basements  and  natural  disasters 
such  as  the  flood  in  October  1996  indicates  our  need  to  be  able  to 
respond  to  the  whims  and  unpredictability  of  nature. 

During  the  year  there  were  at  least  500  fire  permits  issued  in  the  town  by 
the  warden  and  deputies. 
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As  in  the  past,  the  ability  to  respond  to  incidents  and  training  is  an 
example  of  the  dedication  of  the  members  of  the  department  to  serving 
the  community.   I  would  like  to  take  this  occasion  to  thank  them  and  the 
support  given  them  by  families  which  allows  us  to  continue  to  offer 
service  to  the  citizens  of  the  town.

Advance  Transit,  Inc.  is  a  private  nonprofit  corporation  that 
provides  public  transportation  and  rideshare  service  to  several 
Upper  Valley  towns  including  Canaan,  Enfield,  Hanover,  and 
Lebanon,  New  Hampshire,  and  Hartford,  Norwich  in  Vermont.

Headrest 
1996  Annual  Report 

In  1996  Headrest  celebrated  our  silver  Anniversary,  25  years  of  Service 
to  Canaan  and  the  rest  of  the  Upper  Valley.  Headrest  is  a 
comprehensive  alcohol  and  drug  treatment  facility  serving  low  income 
people.  We  offer  drug  and  alcohol  counseling  and  education  to  adults 
and  teens,  and  consultation  and  referral  to  families  affected  by 
substance  abuse.  Our  alcohol  crisis  intervention  program  allows  for 
overnight  lodging,  non-medical  detox,  assessment  and  treatment  and 
referral. 

Headrest's  Shelter  Program  offers  temporary  emergency  lodging  to 
homeless  people  referred  by  local  police,  hospitals,  churches,  and 
mental  health  centers,  as  well  as  transitional  shelter  for  those  folks 
returning  to  the  mainstream  from  residential  programs. 

Trained  Hotline  workers  with  hundreds  of  resources  at  hand  have  been 
unceasingly  available  since  1971  to  inform,  educate  and  empower 
individuals  and  families  to  improve  the  quality  of  their  lives. 
Understanding,  non-judgmental  staff  and  volunteers  listen  carefully, 
lending  emotional  support,  information  and  referral  to  callers  24-hours  a 
day  (448-4400).  These  special  folks  have  expertise  in  handling  crises 
involving  the  use  of  alcohol  and  drugs.  Headrest  was  awarded  re- 
certification  by  the  American  Association  of  Suicidology  in  1996  and  "will 
be  honored  for  this  achievement  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Association  in  Memphis  in  April,  1997". 

In  addition  to  Headrest's  local  (448-HELP)  and  toll  free  Teen  Hotline 
(800/639-6095)  education/prevention  programs  such  as  Teens  Taking 
Charge  For  A  World  Without  AIDS,  Peer  Helpers  Programs,  Challenge 
Courses  and  alcohol  and  other  drug  treatment  groups  are  available  to 
the  youth  of  Canaan  and  the  rest  of  the  Upper  Valley.   Nine  different 
groups  met  36  times  at  Mascoma  High  School  while  students  at  the 
Indian  River  School  benefited  from  1 1  groups  which  met  on  33 
occasions. 

In  1996  eighteen  Canaan  residents  received  over  two  hundred  hours  of 
Alcohol  and  Drug  Abuse  Counseling  and  Education  while  one  other  was 
provided  lodging  in  Headrest's  Homeless  Shelter.  84  Hotline  calls  were 
received  from  callers  who  identified  themselves  as  Canaan  Residents. 
There  were  466  calls  from  callers  who  would  not  give  their  place  of 
residence  and  we  suspect  that  many  of  them  were  Canaan  residents. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  residents  of  Canaan  for  their  ongoing  use  of  our 
services,  for  their  private  donations  and  for  their  public  support  through 
their  annual  appropriations.

1996  Annual  Town  Report 


My  first  year  as  Police  Chief  has  come  to  a  close.    It  was  an  extreme 
eye  opener  and  learning  experience.  For  3  years  I  had  been  able  to  rely 
on  someone  else  to  make  a  decision.  Now  that  authority  is  mine.  We 
have  an  extremely  young  department.  Everyone  is  still  learning. 
Officers  have  participated  in  training  programs  such  as  investigation 
schools,  they  have  worked  with  WISE  on  Domestic  Violence  Issues  and 
Headrest  for  drug  and  alcohol  offenders.  The  officers  have  volunteered 
there  time  for  community  events  such  as  having  lunch  in  the  schools 
and  assisting  church  organizations  with  special  functions.  We  have 
made  improvements  by  leaps  and  bounds. 

I  have  worked  extremely  hard  to  strengthen  the  working  relationship  with 
other  entities.  The  emergency  services  in  the  community  seem  to  work 
better  together  than  they  ever  have.  This  provides  a  better  quality  of 
service.  The  communication  with  the  schools  have  improved  greatly. 
The  administration  has  worked  hard  to  keep  the  Police  Department 
abreast  of  ongoing  or  potential  problems.  With  there  assistance  we 
have  made  arrests  from  two  separate  drug  sales.  Two  is  a  small 
number  but  it  is  a  beginning. 

"Business"  so  to  speak  has  been  booming.  If  we  were  a  profit  making 
entity  our  stock  would  be  on  a  major  increase.  The  calls  for  service 
increased  from  2,948  in  1995  to  3,917  in  1996.  That's  an  increase  of 
931  calls  in  the  course  of  a  year.  But  numbers  alone  are  not  a  good 
judge  of  time  expended.  For  example,  one  house  check  may  take  10 
minutes,  while  a  criminal  arrest  takes  3  1/2  hours  and  a  hald  day  in 
court.  Areas  of  increased  calls  were  animal  complaints  up  1 17  from 
1995,  citizen  assists/91 1  hang  ups  were  up  321  and  thefts  up  39.  All 
areas  seemed  to  increase  but  these  were  the  largest  areas. 

A  few  staffing  changes  have  taken  place  this  year.  Nathan  Wood  was 
promoted  to  full-time  from  part-time  along  with  Tim  Cohen.  Both  are 
excellent  young  men.   Both  professionally  and  personally.  They  are 
excited  about  the  job  and  have  brought  some  great  ideas  with  them  for 
improving  police  service  to  the  Town  of  Canaan.  We  have  acquired  two 
new  part-time  officers  one  being  Tony  White  who  has  numerous  years  of 
experience  as  an  officer  from  working  with  the  Enfield  Police 
Department  and  almost  twenty  years  as  a  full-time  fire  fighter  from 
Lebanon.   Lastly,  Tony  Bishop  has  joined  us  and  will  be  attending  the 
part-time  academy  as  of  February  1997. 

In  March  the  town  voted  to  purchase  a  4-wheel  drive  Ford  Explorer  as 
part  of  our  cruiser  fleet.  The  explorer  was  purchased  in  the  beginning 
of  June.   It  has  proved  it's  worthiness  when  we  had  the  floods,  along  with 
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several  fires  where  the  road  conditions  were  poor,  and  now  with  the 
snow.  I  believe  this  will  be  one  of  the  best  equipment  upgrades  we  have 
made  in  a  long  time. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  other  members  of  the  department  for  their 
dedication  and  hard  work.  They  are  Earl  Smith,  Matt  Wilson,  Sam 
Frank,  and  our  secretary  Ellen  Wilson.  All  the  members  of  the  Police 
Department  show  a  real  desire  to  do  the  best  they  can  for  their 
community  and  I  feel  privileged  to  work  with  them. 

Lastly,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Canaan  for  putting  their  trust 
in  me.  It's  been  said  that  I  lack  the  experience  to  do  the  job.  I  feel  I 
have  proved  I  can  do  it  and  what  I  lack  in  experience  I  make  up  for  with 
determination  to  do  the  job  correctly.  Thank  you  again  and  I  look 
forward  to  the  interesting  things  that  1997  will  bhng.

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Road  Agent  Town  Report  1 996 

I  came  on  board  March  1 8,  and  my  3  year  term  began  with  one  of  the 
wettest  spring  seasons  on  record.  The  first  month  was  consumed  with 
winter  maintenance,  graveling  frozen  ruts  on  back  roads,  and  thawing  of 
culverts.  The  rain  continued  well  into  May  causing  repeated  flooding  in 
the  village  and  many  other  locations.  We  experienced  flooding  again 
near  the  end  of  October. 

Along  with  our  routine  maintenance  of  grading,  patching  pot  holes, 
replacing  culverts  etc.  We  chlorided  nearly  every  mile  of  gravel  road  in 
town.  This  was  greatly  appreciated  by  the  public  because  it  keeps  the 
dust  down,  but  also  stabilizes  the  road  surface,  which  reduces  our 
grading  costs  by  approximately  50%.  I  started  a  blasting  program  this 
year  because  we  have  many  locations  where  ledge  and  boulders 
interfere  with  plowing,  grading,  and  drainage.  We  started  with 
Jerusalem,  Stevens,  Fernwood  farms,  Blain,  Follensbee,  Prospect, 
Codfish  Hill,  Sawyer  Hill,  Goose  Pond,  and  Graceville  road.   I  also 
started  having  the  many  stumps  beside  the  road  that  interfere  with 
mowing  and  the  winging  back  snow  removed.  This  will  make  our 
mowing  more  efficient,  and  help  prevent  a  lot  of  damage  to  our  plow 
equipment. 

This  year  Pike  Industries  received  the  bid  for  our  paving  work  and  did  a 
fine  job.  We  shimmed  Chiefs  drive.  First  street.  Highland  Ave, 
Graceville  road,  one  third  of  Bill  Regan  road,  John  Roberts  road,  and 
just  under  a  mile  of  Goose  Pond  road.  We  sealed  Ball  Park  road, 
Follensbee  road,  and  the  Transfer  Station  road. 

We  also  managed  to  grader  ditch  all  of  Stevens  road,  and  dozens  of 
culverts,  painted  sidewalk  and  crosswalk  lines  throughout  the  Village,  did 
our  road  side  mowing,  rebuilt  over  two  miles  of  shoulders,  rebuilt  five 
turn  arounds  where  our  trucks  have  gotten  stuck  in  the  past,  regraveled 
several  roads,  rebuilt  Perry  Stark  road,  completed  many  other  small 
tasks  and  performed  a  considerable  amount  of  equipment  repair  and 
maintenance.  As  we  come  into  Nov.  96  and  snow  plowing  I  would  like  to 
thank  all  of  the  people  who  supported  me  in  upgrading  our  one  ton 
trucks  by  putting  wings  on  them.  They  are  working  nicely  and  have 
been  a  good  investment.  I  feel  that  we  have  had  a  very  productive  year. 
This  year  Edward  Provencal,  Robert  Vilandre,  and  Anthony  Bishop 
moved  on  to  other  jobs.  I  would  like  to  wish  them  well.  Dale  Morse, 
Dennis  Price  and  Brian  Barrell  have  filled  there  positions  and  I  would 
like  to  welcome  them  to  the  Highway  Department.  I  would  like  to  thank 
my  crew,  the  Police  and  Fire  Department,  the  Office  staff.  Budget 
Committee  and  residents  of  Canaan  for  there  help  and  patients.

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CANAAN  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY  AND  MUSEUM 


The  museum  was  opened  for  the  1996  season  May  2nd  and  closed 
October  18th.  A  special  opening  was  made  on  November  2nd,  for  the 
Canaan  Boy  Scout  Troop  319.  The  museum  had  27  regular  opening 
and  6  special  readings  that  were  held  in  the  Town  Meeting  House  the 
summer  of  1996,  as  they  were  not  held  this  last  summer.  The  total 
count  for  the  1996  season  of  visitors  were  62  at  regular  openings, 
making  a  total  of  197  down  from  the  1995  visitors.  We  have  added 
more  old  pictures  and  are  always  looking  for  new  ones.  We  sold  all  our 
"Histories  of  Canaan"  by  James  Wallace,  but  we  have  a  new  printing 
ordered  for  the  1997  season.  We  still  have  a  few  "A  look  at  the 
Mascoma  District"  a  book  of  photographs  by  Harold  R.  Wyman,  and  a 
small  supply  of  the  Canaan  Bicentennial  Booklet  (1761-1961),  also  post 
cards  of  the  old  Canaan  High  School. 

The  Museum  has  over  275  different  items  on  display  and  we  are 
pleased  to  see  more  people  who  are  interested  in  placing  items  of 
interest  from  their  home  coming  in  each  year.  We  moved  the  old 
Motion  Picture  Machines  from  the  Town  Building  and  will  clean  them  up 
and  have  them  on  display  for  the  1997  season.

Grafton  County  Senior  Citizens  Council,  Inc.  works  through  its  local 
programs  to  enhance  the  health  and  well  being  of  our  older  citizens  and 
to  assist  them  to  remain  independent  in  their  own  homes  and 
communities  for  as  long  as  possible.  Through  eight  locations  throughout 
the  County,  including  Plymouth,  Bristol,  Canaan,  Lebanon,  Orford 
Haverhill,  Littleton,  and  Lincoln,  older  adults  and  their  families  are  able 
to  obtain  services  such  as  home  delivered  meals,  senior  dining  room 
programs,  transportation,  social  work  services,  information  and  referral, 
health  and  educational  programs,  adult  day  care,  recreation  and 
opportunities  to  be  of  service  to  be  of  service  to  the  community  through 
volunteering. 

During  1996,  195  older  residents  of  Canaan  were  able  to  make  use  of 
one  or  more  of  GCSCC's  services.  These  individuals  enjoyed  balanced 
meals  in  the  company  of  friends  in  a  senior  dining  room,  received  hot, 
nourishing  meals  delivered  to  their  homes  by  caring  volunteers,  were 
transported  to  health  care  providers  or  other  community  resources  by 
our  lift-equipped  buses,  and  found  opportunities  to  put  their  talents  and 
skills  to  work  for  a  better  community  through  volunteer  service.  The 
cost  to  provide  these  services  for  Canaan  residents  was  $68,815.23. 

Community  based  services  provided  by  GCSCC  and  its  many 
volunteers  for  older  residents  of  Canaan  were  often  important  to  their 
efforts  to  remain  in  their  own  homes  and  out  of  institutional  care  despite 
chronic  health  problems  and  increasing  physical  frailty,  saving  tax 
dollars  and  contributing  to  the  quality  of  life  of  our  older  friends  and 
neighbors.

It  is  an  honor  to  report  to  you  as  a  member  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Executive  Council.  The  Executive  Council  is  five  in  number  and  serves 
much  like  a  Board  of  Directors  at  the  top  of  your  Executive  Branch  of 
Directors  of  State  Government  in  Concord.  We  vote  on  most  contracts 
over  $2,500  to  outside  agencies,  individuals  and  municipalities,  also 
major  permits  to  use  state  waters,  267  unclassified  positions  as 
Commissioners  and  Directors  within  the  Executive  Branch  of  State 
Government,  and  the  entire  Judicial  Branch  of  NH  State  Government  is 
voted  in  by  the  Governor  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Executive 
Council.  We  also  vote  on  gubernatorial  nominations  of  hundreds  of 
citizens  to  various  boards  and  commissions  as  prescribed  by  NH  laws. 

Anyone  desiring  further  information  should  write  or  call  our  State  House 
Office  (listed  below). 

Citizens  in  this  region  should  be  attentive  to  several  projects: 

1)  The  statewide  Health  Care  Council's  18  month  planning 
project  will  be  coming  to  conclusion  in  December  of  1997.  There  are 
three  very  active  Councils  in  this  district.   Information  can  be  obtained 
by  calling  Commissioner  Terry  Morton,  Department  of  Health  and 
Human  Services  at  1-800-852-3345. 

2)  The  ten  year  highway  planning  process  will  be  underway  this 
coming  summer  and  fall.   I  will  be  conducting  at  least  three  hearings  in 
this  district  to  ascertain  regional  needs.

5)  There  is  about  10  million  dollars  waiting  for  applications 
from  local  governments  for  Community  Development  Block  Grants  to 
improve  your  local  town  and  area.

2155.

The  Commission  is  concerned  with  the  development  of  comprehensive 
plans  for  beneficial  and  balanced  economic,  environmental  and  social  growth  m  the  Region.  It 
fimctions  as  a  research,  resource  and  informational  agency  and,  when  appropriate,  acts  to  obtain 
Federal,  State  and  other  approvals,  grants-in-aid,  loans  and  similar  assistance  for  individual 
member  towns  and  for  the  Region.  The  Commission  provides  technical  assistance  to  member 
communities  in  the  areas  of  plaiming  G^nd  use,  transportation,  water  quality,  etc.),  mapping, 
conununity  development,  grantsmanship  and  grant  administration.

Moderator  Daniel  W.  Fleetham  reconvened  the  1996  Annual  Town 
Meeting  at  9:05  a.m.  on  March  16,  1996  at  the  Mascoma  Valley 
Regional  High  School  to  take  up  Articles  3  through  25. 

The  Moderator  read  the  results  of  town  officer  elections  and 
Article  2  from  March  12.  1996. 

Prior  to  accepting  the  first  motion.  Mr.  Fleetham  listed  the  rules  for 
running  the  meeting:  1)  no  smoking;  2)  only  legally  registered  voters 
from  Canaan  may  exercise  their  voting  rights  (purple  "Registered 
Voter"  hand-held  ballots  were  passed  out  prior  to  the  meeting);  3)  a 
person  must  be  recognized  by  the  chair  prior  to  his  speaking  and  then 
he  should  direct  all  comments  through  the  chair;  4)  all  discussion  must 
be  germane  to  the  article  on  the  floor;  5)  all  amendments  must  be  in 
writing  and  only  one  may  be  on  the  floor  at  a  time;  6)  all  makers  of 
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motions  and  all  those  who  second  such  should  stand  and  oive  their 
names;  7)  five  or  more  signatures  will  be  required  for  a  petition  for  a 
paper  ballot  on  any  article;  8)  in  the  case  of  a  disagreement  with  a 
voice/hand  call  by  the  moderator,  five  or  more  voters  could  present  a 
written  request  for  a  paper  ballot  before  the  next  article  is  taken  up;  9) 
the  right  to  speak  as  well  as  the  right  to  be  heard  will  be  respected;  10) 
negative  motions  will  not  be  accepted;  and  11)  if  a  motion  is  passed  to 
cease  discussion  on  an  article,  all  people  currently  standing  in  line  at 
the  microphone  will  be  allowed  to  speak  prior  to  a  vote.

Article  24 
passed  by  a  hand  vote. 

ARTICLE  25:  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  be  legally 
brought  before  this  Town  Meeting. 

Milton  Wilson  moved  and  Edward  Morse  seconded  that 
Article  25  be  accepted  as  read. 

Steve  lacuzzi,  on  behalf  of  the  Selectmen,  extended  the 
gratitude  of  the  Selectmen  to  Steve  Griffin  and  Donna 
Nashawaty  from  MRI  for  their  work,  and  to  Chief 
McGonigle  for  filling  in  as  Police  Chief. 

Mr.  lacuzzi  further  thanked  outgoing  Moderator 
Daniel  Fleetham,  Road  Agent  Earl  Charbono.  and 
Selectman  Gary  Wood  for^  their  years  of  dedicated 
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service  to  the  Town  of  Canaan  on  behalf  of  the  citizens 
of  the  Town.
